• log to tbe rules of politics, and the 


losers should do just as much to help 
in the campaign as the winners. This 
is what the loser would expect the 
other fellows to do, so under the cir- 
cumstance* he should do the same.

ceived to allow the will of the major- 
ity to be expressed and there is no 
other way that It can be voiced. 


In one sense a primary contest is 


not different from any other contest 


./where men or women try to win. 


While no one enjoys' losing as well 
as winning, a good loser will always 


' commend the victor. Not to do so Is 


unwise and never gains anything for 
the defeated. Some of the most pop- 


' ular men known hare gone Into pop- 


ularity by being good losers, where- 
as carrying a grouch because of be- 
ing beaten has put some men out of 
the running forever. There is no 
question that the people admire a 
good loser as much as a rood win- 
ner. 


Aside from his ability, one of the 


most likable men in this country Jg 
William Howard Taft and he won 
the place he has in. the hearts of the 
people by being a good loser. Other 
men, 
perhaps not so prominent, have 


done the same thing and subsequent 
to a defeat have accomplished a big 
victory. When the facts of a pri- 
mary contest are considered, the 
loser can well afford to help the win- 
ner because-some day the winner will 
be where he can assist him. It has 
been said that a poor loser never 
makes a good winner and it seeme to 
be pretty sound logic. But the pri- 
maries being ov«r. the next step is 
tc elect the ticket, the Republican 
ti.:ket.
